slayings. 
Defense attorneys contended that 
Whitaker, who traded wives with 
prosperous 
photographer Stewart 
Martin a few months before the 
tragedy in 
M artin’s $30,000 sub­ 
urban home, was psychoneurotic 
and schizophrenic. 
They said he 
was insane when he entered the 
Martin home in a rage in the mid­ 
dle of the night and sprayed it and 
its occupants with shotgun pellets.

The crime lait June 25 shattered 
the quiet of a beautiful wooded 
setting 
where Martin, owner of 
shops in three Indiana towns, built 
a native stone ranch type home 
occupied by the former Mrs Doro­ 
thy Whitaker and her children by 
her marriage with the truck driv­ 
er. 
The Whitakers and Martins met 
around the kitchen table of the 
Whitaker home one night in 1956 
and worked out a plan to divorce 
and exchange spouses. 
The plan 
backfired weeks after it was con­ 
sumated Whitaker wanted custody 
of his children, but Mrs. Martin 
got them. 


Whitaker testified his 11-year-old 
son Jack told him stories indicat­ 
ing Martin, the boy’s stepfather, 
was a sex deviate.

Warns of New Veto 


WASHINGTON AP'— Sen 
Styles 
Bridges (R N H ) warned congres­ 
sional Democrats today another of 
their bills faces possible veto un­ 
less it is watered down before it 
reaches the White House 
Bridges, chairman of the Senate 
Republican Policy Committee, re ­ 
ferred to the measure passed by 
a 60 26 Senate 
vote Wednesday 
night and sent to the House. The 
bill would provide a billion dollars 
in 3Mi per cent loans to commu­ 
nities for public works projects, a 
House committee has been holding 
hearings on a 
similar measure 
which would provide two billion 
dollars in loans. 
“ My guess is that lf the bill 
goes on through 
in its 
present 
(Senate form it might well be subj­ 
ect to a veto,” Bridges told report­ 
ers. 
President 
Eisenhower 
warned 


publicly against going too far, too 
fast with “ massive” public works 
programs and other big spending 
plans. The President reiterated at 
his 
news conference Wednesday 
that he was concerned about “ un­ 
coordinated 
and unwise 
opera­ 
tions” which would cost billions 
and billions 
of dollars 
without 
“ necessarily” aiding the economy. 
The President vetoed a $1,704,- 
028.300 river and harbor project 
authorization bill Tuesday on the 
grounds that it contained many 
unsound projects and would not 


j yield anti-recession benefits, 
De- 
• spite “ serious reservations” he ap­ 
proved Wednesday another Demo- 
cratic-sponsored bill to speed high­ 
way construction. 
He urged Congress to return to 
I “ sound principles” of highway fi­ 
nancing in which the states bear 
a larger share of the burden than 


the bill provides. 
But he said he 
was signing the measure because 
the $1,800,000,000 it would make 
available 
for 
roadbuilding 
this 
year would give “ some im petus” 
to boosting employment. 
A high administration 
official 
told United Press several weeks 
ago there would be several major 
presidential vetoes after Congress 
returned from its Easter recess. 
Before the recess, Eisenhower 
vetoed a bill to freeze farm price 
supports. 
He signed a $1,850,000,- 
000 “ anti-rectssion” housing bill 
while criticizing some of its pro­ 
visions. 
Both the farm and water proj­ 
ect vetoes are hanging fire in the 
Senate, awaiting the decision of 
Democratic leaders on whether to 
try to override them.

court jury that deliberated an hour 
and a half. 
The jury got the case * 
utes before 2 p. rn. and returned 
its verdict in open court at 3 30. 
Chamberlain had been c h a r e d 
with shooting to death his railroad 
co-worker, Ledbetter, at the Cham­ 
berlain home the night of Nov. 26, 
1956. 
When officers arrived they 
found evidence of drinking and 
found several bullet holes in tim 
walls. A revolver, to which Cham­ 
berlain admitted ownership, ala# 
was found. 
Testimony Ruled Oat 
However, testimony which th# 
state regarded as of utmost import­ 
ance to its case was ruled out by 
a new state law which say* ih at 
when an oral or written confession 
is made, the defense must be sup­ 
plied with the names and addr#**. 
ta of all persons present at th# 
time of confession, and that this 
must be done before arraignment 
or the confession cannot be uaed 
in the trial. 
The record showed 
this was not done. 
Arraignment 
was Monday morning befort th# 
trial commenced. 
At that tim # 
Chamberlain pleaded Innocent. 
State’s Attorney Robert V. Wil­ 
son, in regard to the new alate law, 
argued that statements ntsdt b f 
Chamberlain to officers followinf 
his arrest were admissiona and not 
confessions 
but presiding Judg# 
Harold L. Zimmerman of Mario# 
ruled they were oral confession# 
and could not be used ss evident# 
before the jury because of the new 
state law, which was adopted July 
5, 1957. 
Thus the state was forced to hee# 
its case on circumstantial evident# 
as there were no witnesses to th# 
incident at the Chamberlain horn#. 
Directing the successful defena# 
were Attorneys D. F. Rumsey and 
Joe M. Butler. 
Colson Trial Continued 
Following the closing argument#, 
Judge Zimmerman gave instruct 
tions to the jury. 
He told them 
they could return one of four vee- 
diets, as follows: 
I—Guilty, with 
the penalty death. 2—Guilty, with 
the penalty life imprisonment. 3— 
Guilty, with the jury determining 
the num ber of years to be served 
in prison, the number to b# not 
less than 14. 
4—Not guilty 
Th# 
jury returned the not guilty v#*. 
dict. 
While the Chamberlain jury wa# 
out Judge Zimmerman empaneled 
a jury to hear a civil suit, Robert 
W. Hankins vs. Gus Turner. Hank­ 
ins, from Marion, sought sn auto­ 
mobile 
damage 
judgment 
from 
Turner, who lives west of Harris­ 
burg. as a result of a collision July 
IO, 1956, near the Saline-Wllliam- 
*on county lines. 
However, this case was continued 
this morning until the next term 
when after opening statement* a 
call revealed that a plaintiff’s wit- 
ness, Robert J. Parks of Marion, 
had been taken to a hospital thera 
and could not appear. 
It was announced that the trial 
of Aaron Colson of Murray, K y, 
charged with reckless homicide foL 
lowing an auto collision in Salina 
county in which three persons died, 
was continued by agreement of at­ 
torneys on both sides until the Sep­ 
tember term of court.

Sparkm an’s new housing bill is a 
one-billion dollar 
revolving

for special assistance to housing 
costing under $13,500 per unit. 
But Housing Administrator Al 
bert M Cole says that only about 
300 million dollars of this money 
can be spent in the rem ainder of 
this fiscal year. 
He thinks a bet­ 
ter estimate would 
be 200 
mil­ 
lion 
“ It’s hard," he says some 
what 
ruefully, 
“ to use 
money 
faster than that." 
Of course, 300 million dollars 
or even 200 million I* a lot of 
money. 
But this has been call­ 
ed 
a 
“ ten-billion dollar” 
reces­ 
sion 
So this housing aid will re­ 
lieve it only 2 or 3 per cent thi* 
year.

Smallest Damage from Wood and 
Field Fires in Area in Several Years 


By United Press 
The fall and winter forest fire 
“season” is just about over and 
barring a bad drought in the next 
few weeks it has been the least 
destructive to timber and bottom­ 
lands in a half dozen years. 
Little more than 600 acres were 
burned over since the frost turned 
the leaves brown and dry last fall. 
In a really bad year, as in the 
drought of 1952, it is not unusual 
for 400,000 acres to turn into brown 
and barren wasteland because of 
fire. 
E E Nuuttila, the state forester 
at Springfield, reported that only 
eight fires were reported during 
March for all of Illinois, involving 
only a total of 147 acres. 
Six of 
them started when farmers burn­ 
ing brush or other debris were un­ 
able to control their fires. The re­ 
maining two were deliberately set, 
Nuuttila said 
March is normally an extremely 
hazardous month since the winds 
and extreme dryness of the woods 
and brushlands after the winter 
create conditions where fire can 
easily get out of control. 
“We’ve 
been 
very 
lucky this 
year,” Nuuttila said. 
“There was 
quite a bit of snow in the southern 
Illinois area where most fires oc 


cur during the winter and already 
we’ve had considerable rain down 
there to keep the bottomlands wet.” 
“ It was getting pretty dry a cou­ 
ple of weeks ago in some of the 
forest fire areas and we were tak­ 
ing extra precautions,’’ he said, but 
“it rained in time to prevent any 
serious fires from breaking out.” 
In addition to the help from the 
weather, Nuuttila is convinced that 
a continuing campaign to teach 
Illinois citizens to be careful about 
fire is beginning to show results. 
“W e’ve been doing a lot of talk­ 
ing about fire control,” he said, 
“particularly in southern Illinois on 
radio stations and before school 
and civic groups, scout troops and 
other groups.” 
“All that has helped some, I 
think,” he said, “and the rural fire 
departments throughout southern 
I Illinois all have been co-operating 
with the program.” 
E\t*n though the fire “season is 
, considered generally to be the fall 
and winter months, there are ser­ 
ious fires during the summer, too. 
“We don't have much trouble 
with fires set by hunters in the 
summer, but then there are the 
picnickers and campers,” Nuuttila 
said.
